our Dubiects by the foꝛmer Declarati⸗ 
ons we haue publiſhed, what Our pur- 
poſes and pꝛoceedings haue beene in 
matters ot Religion ſince our comming 
to this Crowne: Yet the ſame being 
now by vs reduced to a letled Foꝛzme, 
we haue occaſion to repeate ſomewhat 
= — of that which hath paſſed: And how 
at Our very firſt entry into the Realme being entertained 
and impoꝛtuned with Inkoꝛmations of ſundzy Miniſters, 
complaypning of the erroꝛs and imperfections ofthe Church 
here, alwell in mater of Doctrine, as of Diſcipline : Although 
Wee had no reaſon to pꝛeſume that things were ſo karre a- 
miſſe, as was pꝛetended, becauſe we had ſeenc the Kingdome 
vnder that fozme of Religion which by Law was eſtablt- 
ſhed in the dayes of the late Mueene of famons memoꝛie, 
bleſſed with a Peace and Pꝛolperitie, both ertrao2dinary

Which while we were in hand to doe,asthecon- 
tagion of the ſickeneſſe reigning in our Citie of London and 
other places, would permit an aſſemblyof perſons meete foꝛ 
that purpoſe; Some ok thoſe who milliked the ſtate of Relt- 
gion here eſtabliſhed, pꝛeluming moꝛe of Our intents then 
ener we gaue them cauſe to do, and tranſpoꝛted wich Humoꝛ, 
began ſuch pꝛoteedings as did rather raiſe a (candall in the 
Church, then take offence away. Foz both they vſed Fozmes 
ofpubligueſermng of God not here allowed, held Allemblies 
without Authozitie, and did other things carying a very ap- 
parant ſhew of Sedition, moꝛe then of Zeale: whom were- 
ſtrained by a fozmer Y2oclamation in the moneth of October 
laſt, and gaue intimation ofthe Conference Wee intended to 
bee had with as much ſpeede as conneniently could bee, fo; 
the oꝛdering of thoſe things ofthe Church, which accozding- 
ly followed in the moneth of Tanuary laſt at our Honour of 
Hampton Court, Where befoze our Selfe, and our Pꝛinie 
Councell were aſſembled many of the graueſt Biſhops and 
Pꝛelates ofthe Realme,andmany other learned men, aſwell 
of thoſe that are confozmable to the State of the Church 
eſtabliſhed,as of thoſe that diſſented. Among whom, what 
Our paines were, what our patience in hearing and reply- 
ing, and what the indifferencie and vpzightneſſe of Our 
Judgement in determining, Wee leaue to the repoꝛt ofthoſe 
who heard the lame, Contenting our Selfe with the Since- 
ritie of Qur owne heart therein. But wee cannot conceale, 
that the ſucteſſe ofthat Conference was ſuch as happenethto 
many other things, which moouing great expectation befoze 
they be entred into, in their illue pꝛodute mall effects. Foꝛ 
Wee found mighty and vehement Infoꝛmations ſuppozted 
with ſo weake and flender pꝛoofes, as it appeareth vnto us

and our Countell, that there was no cauſe why any change 
ſhould haue bene at all in that which was moſt impugned,the 
Booke of Common Pꝛaper, conteining the foꝛme of the pub⸗ 
like Seruite of God here eſtabliſhed, neither in the doctrine 
which appeared to be lincere, 1302 in the Fozmes and Rites 
which were iuſtified out of the pꝛactile of p Pꝛimitiue Church. 
Notwithſtanding we thought meet, with conlent of the Bi⸗ 
(hops and other learned men there pzelent, That ſome [mall 
things might rather be explaned then changed, not that the 
lame might not very well haue bene boꝛne with by men who 


would haue made a reaſonable conſtruction of them: but foꝛ 


that in a matter concerning the Seruice of God we were nite, 
oꝛ rather ielous, that the publike foꝛme thereof ſhould be free 
not onely from blame, but from ſuſpition, fo as neither the 
common Aduerſary ſhould haue aduantage to w2eſt ought 
therein tonteined, to other ſenſe then the Church of England 
intendeth, noꝛ any troubleſome oz ignozant perſon of this 
Church bee able to take the leaſt occaſion of cauill againſt it: 
And foꝛ that purpoſe gaue foꝛth our Commiſſion vnder our 
great Deale of England to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 
and others, actoꝛding to the foꝛme which the Lawes of this 
Realme in like caſe pzeſcribe to be bled, to make the ſaid Ex- 
planation, and to cauſe the whole Booke of Common Pzayer, 
with the ſameExplanations,to be newly pꝛinted. Which being 
now done, andeſtabliſhed anew after ſo ſerious a deliberati⸗ 
on, although we doubt not, but all our Subiects both Mint: 
ſters and others, will reteiue theſame with luch reuerence as 
appertaineth, and confoꝛme themlelues thereunto euery man 
in that which him concerneth : Bet haue we thought it neceſ- 
ſary, to make knowen by Pꝛotlamation our authozizing of 
the ſame, And to require and entopne all men, alwell Eccleſia- 
ſticall as Tempoꝛall, to confozme themlelues vnto it, and to 
the pꝛactiſe thereof, as the onely publike foꝛme of ſeruing of 
God, eſtabliſhed and allowed to be in this realme. And the ra⸗ 
ther foꝛ that all the learned men, who were there pꝛelent, aſ- 

well of the Biſhops as others, pꝛomiled their confo2mitie in 
the p2actile of it, onely making ſuit to vs, that ſome few might 
be boꝛne with foꝛ a time.

Wherekoꝛe we require all Archbiſhops, Bichops and all o⸗ 
ther publkechmiſters alwel Eccleſiaſtical as Ciuil, to do their 
dueties in cauſing the ſame to be obeyed, and in puniſhing the 
offendours accoꝛding to the Lawes of the Realme hereto- 
foe eſtabliſhed, foꝛ the Anthozizing of the laid Booke of 
Common P2ayer, And weethinke tt allo neceſſary, that the 
laid Nrchbiſhops, and Biſhops, doe each of theinin his P20- 
unte and Dioceſſe take ozder, That euery pariſh do pꝛocure 
to themſelues within ſuch time as they ſhall thinke good to 
limit, one ofthe ſaid Bookes ſo explained. And laſt of all we 
doc admoniſh all men, that hereafter they ſhall not expect no 
attempt any further alteration in the Common and Publike 
foꝛme of Gods Deruice, from this which is now eſtabliſhed, 
foꝛ that neither will we giue way to any to pꝛeſume, that our 
owne Judgement hauing determined in a matter of this 
weight, halbe ſwayed to Alteration by the friuolous ſuggeſtt⸗ 
ons of any light ſpirit: neither are we ignoꝛant of the incon- 
uenientes that do ariſe in Gouernment, by admitting innoua⸗ 
tion in things once letled by mature deliberation: And how 
neceſſary it is to vſe conſtancie inthe vpholding of the publike 
determinations of States, foꝛ that ſuch is the vnquietneſſes 
vnſtedfaſtneſſe of ſome dilpolitions, aſfetting euery peere new 
fozmes of things as, if they ſhould be followed in their vncon- 
ſtancy,would make all actions of States ridiculous and con- 
temptible:wheras the ſtedfaſt maintaining ofthings by good 
aduiſe eſtabliſhed, is the weale ofall Common wealths.

The Preface. 


Here was neuer any thing by the wit of . ſo well 
AV dcuiſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continuance of 
uc hath not bene corrupted: as among other things, 
itmay plainly appeare by the common prayers in the 
Church, commonly called Diuine Seruice. The firſt 
2 originall and ground whereof, if a man would ſearch 
out by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find that the ſame was not ordeined 


further, thatthe people (by dayly hearing of holy Scripture read in the 
Church) ſhould continually profit more and morein 8 knowledge of 
God, and be the more inflamed with the loue of his true religion. But 
theſe many yeeres paſſed, this godly and decent order of the ancient Fa- 
thers hath beene ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in vncer- 
taine Stories, Legends, Reſponds, Verſes, vaine repetitions, Comme- 
morations, and Sy nodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible 
was begun, before three or foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were

vnread. And in this ſort the booke of Eſai was begumin Aduent, and the- 
booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they were onely begun, and ne-π e 

Pre were other books of holy Scripture vſed. ., 05.,70 
And moreouer, whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language ſpoken by

uer read through. After like 


to the people in the Church, as they might vnderſtand, and haue profite 
by hearing the ſame: the ſeruice in this Churchof England theſe many 
3 $ 
yecres, hath bene read in Latine to the people, which they vnderſtood 
not: ſo that they haue heard with their cares onely, and their heart, ſpirit, 
and minde haue not beene edified thereby. And furthermore, notwith- 
ſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen 
portions, whereof euery one was called a Nocturne: now of late time a 
few of them haue beene dayly ſaid, and oft repeated, and the reſt vtterly 
omitted. Moreouer, the number and hardneſſe of the rules called the Pie, 
and the manifolde changings of the Seruice, was the cauſe, that to turne 


the booke only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there

was more buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould be read then to reade i 
when it was found out. y 
Thele inconueniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an 
order, whereby the fame ſhalbe redreſſed. And for a readineſſe in this 
matter, here is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, which is plaine 
and eaſie to be vnderſtanded, wherein (ſo muchas may be) the reading 
of holy Scriptures is ſo fer forth, and all things ſhall be done in order, 
A - 4 Withoutbreaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off An- 
themes, Reſponds, Inuitatories, and ſuch like things as did breake the 
cContinuall courſe of the reading of the Scripture. Yer becauſe there is no 
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rules are here ſer forth, which as they be few in number, ſo they be plaine 

and eaſie to be vnderſtanded. So that here you haue an order for prayer 

(as touching the reading of holy Scriptuie) muchagreeable to the mind 
and purpole of the old Fathers, and agreat deale more profitable and 
commodious then that which of late was vſed. It is more profitable, be- 
cauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome be vntrue, ſome vncer- 
taine, ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and is ordained nothing to be read, 


but the very pure word of God, the holy õcriptures, or that which is ei- g 
dently grounded vpon the ſame, and that in ſuch a language and order, 
as is moſt eaſie and plaine for the eee both of the readers and 


hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſnortneſſe thereof and 
for the plainneſſe of the order, and for that the rules bee few and eaſie. 
Furthermore, by this order the Curates ſhall need none other bookes for

And beſides this, Cheiſts Goſpel is not a cerknwontaillaw (as much of Mo⸗ 
ſes la w was) but it is a Religion to ſerue God, not in bondage ol the figure oz 
ſdado w, but in the kreedome of the ſpirit, being content only with thoſe cere⸗ 
monies which do ſerue to a decent oꝛder, and godly diſcipline, a ſuch as bet apt 
to ſtir vp the dull mind af manto the remembꝛance ot his duetyto God, byſsme 
notable and ſpectalliignification, whereby he might be edilied. 

Furthermoꝛe, the molt weighty cauſe ofthe abolichment of certaine ceremo⸗ 
nies was, that they were ſo kar abuſed, partly by theſuperſtitious blindnesok 
the rude and vnlearned, and partly by the vnſatiable auarice ot luch as fought 
moꝛe their owne lucre,thenthe gloꝛy of God, that the abuſes could not well be 
taken away, the thing remaining fill, But now as concerning thoſe perſons, 
which peraouenture wilbe oftended. fo? that ſome ol the old ceremonies are re⸗ 
teined till: it they conſider, that without ſome ceremonies it is not polſible to 
keepe any oꝛder, oꝛ quiet diſcipline in the Church. they ſhall eaſily perceiue iuſt 
cauſe to refozmetheir Judgments, And ik they thinne much that any olthe old 
do remaine, and would rather haue all deuiſed anew:then ſuch men granting 
ſome ceremonies conuenient to be had, ſurelp where the old may be well vſed, 
there they cannot reaſonably repꝛooue the old, only koꝛ their age, without be- 
wꝛaping of their owne kollp. Foꝛ in ſuch a cale, they ought rather to haue reue⸗ 


rence vnto them foꝛ their antiquity, i they will declare themlelues to be moꝛe 


ſtudious ot vnity and concoꝛd, then ol innouations and newfanglenes; which

The 
 firſtdayof Sweet bꝛead, the diſciplescame to Jeſus, ſaping 
to him, Where wilt thou that wee pꝛepare koꝛ thee to eate the 
Palleduer: And he laid, Goe into the City to luch a man, and 
ay bnto him, The Maſter ſaith my time is at hand: J will 
keepe my Eaſter bythee with my dilciples. And the diſciples 
did as Jelus had appointedthem, and they made ready the 
| Paſſevuer. When the euen was come, he late down with the 
twelue: and as thep did eate, he laid, Uerily J ſay bnto you, 
that one ot vou ſhall betray me. And they were exceeding loꝛ⸗ 
| rowfull,and began euery one of them to ſay vnto hin Lozd, 
ist I: he anſwered and ſaid, He that dippeth his hand with 
me in the diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me. The ſonneof man 


truely goeth as it is wꝛitten of him: but wo vnto that man by 


whom the Sonne ok man is betraied: it had bin good foꝛ that 
man it he had not beene boꝛne. Then Judas which betrayed 
him, anſwered, and laid, Maſter, Js it I: He laid vnto him, 
Thou haſt laid. And when they were eating, Jelus tooke 
| bread, and when he had giuen thankes, he bꝛake it, and gaue 
it to the dilciples, and laid, Take, eate, this is my dody. And 

he tooke the Cup, and thanked, and gaue it to then, ſaying, 
Dune pe all of this: foꝛ this is my Bloud, (Which is of the 
New Teſtament) that is ſhed foꝛ many, foꝛ the remiſſion of 
linnes, But J lay vnto you, Þ will not dzinke hencefooꝛth 


of this fruit of the Uine tree, Vntill that day when J ſhall 
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dꝛinke it new with vou in my Fathers kingdome. And when 
they had laid grate, they went out vnto mount Oliuet. Then 
ſaid Jeſus vnto them, All ye ſhall beoffended becauſe of met 
this night: Foꝛ it is wꝛitten, J will mite the Shepheard, 
and the ſheepe of the flocke ſhalbe ſcattered abꝛoad: but after 
Jam rilen againe, J will goe befozeyou into Galilee. Peter 
anſwered and laid vnto him, Though all men be offended be⸗ 
cauſe of thee, pet will J not be offended. Jeſus ſaid vnto 
him, Uerily J lap vnto thee, that in this ſame night, befoze 
the Cocke crow, thou ſhalt denie me thꝛile. Peter ſaid vnto 
him, Yea though J ſhould die with thee, yet will J not deny 
thee. Like wile alſo laid all the diſciples. Then came Jeſus i 
with them vnto a Farme place, (Which is called Gethſemane) 
and ſaid vnto the diſciples, Sit ye here while J goe and pꝛay 
yonder. And he tooke with hum Peter and the two ſonnesof 
Zebedee, and began to ware ſozrowfull and heaute, Then 
ſaid Jeſus vnto them, My ſoule is heaute, euen vnto the 
death : tary ye heere, and watch with me. And he went a little 
further aud fell flat on his kate, and pꝛaped, laping, O my Fa- 
ther, if it be poſſible, let this tup paſſe from me: neuertheleſſe 
not as I will, but as thou wilt. And he came vnto the Dilct- 
ples, and found them alleepe, and ſaid vnto Peter, what 
could pee not watch with mee one houre: Watch and pꝛay 
that ye enter not into temptation: The ſpirit is willing, but 
the flech is weake. He went awap once againe, and pꝛayed, 
ſaying, O my Father, if this cup may not paſſe away from 
me, except I danke of it, thy will be fulfilled. And hee came 
and found them aſleepe agame, foz their eyes were heauie. 
And he let them and went againe, and pꝛayed the third time, 
ſaying the lame woꝛds. Then commeth he to his Diſciples, 
and ſaid vnto them, Sleepe on now. and take your reſt, Be- 
hold, the houre is at hand, andthe Sonne of man is betrayed 
into the hands of ſinners, Riſe, let vs be going, behold, heis 
at hand that doeth betray me. While he yet ſpake, loe, Ju- 
das one of the number of the twelue, came, and with him a 
great multitude with [words and ſtaues ſent from the 
chiekePaieſts and Elders ofthe people. But he that betrayed 
him, gaue them a token, ſaying, 3 the 
ame 
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ſame is he, hold him faſt, Andfoozthwith he tame to Jeſus, 
and ſaid, Haile Maſter,and kiſſed him, And Jeſus laid vnto 
him, Friend, wheretoze art thoucome Thentame they, and 
layd hands on Jeſus, and tooke him. And behold, one of 
them which were with Jeſus, iretched out his hand, and 
dꝛew his ſwoꝛd, and ſtrooke a ſeruant ofthe high Pueſt, and 
{more off his eare. Then ſayd Jeſus vnto him, Put vp thy 
\wo2d into the cheath: foꝛ all they that take theſivozd, ſhail 
periſh with the lwoꝛd. Thinkeſt thou that J cannot now 
pꝛay to my Father, and he ſhall gine me euen now moze then 
twelue Legions of Angels: But how then ſhall the Scrip- 
tures bee fulfilled 2 Foꝛ thus it muſt bee. In that lame houre 
ſaid Jelus to the multitude, Yee be come out as it were to a 
thiefe with woꝛds and ſtaues foꝛ to take mee. JJ late dayly 
with vou teaching in the Temple, and pe tooke me not. But 
allthis was done, that the ſcriptures ofthe Pꝛophets might 
be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples foꝛlooke him, and fled. And 
they tooke Jelus, and led him to Caiaphas the high Paeſt, 
where the Stribes and the Elders were aſſembled, But Pe- 
ter followed him afarre off vnto the high Pꝛieſts palace, and 
went in, aud late with the leruants, to lee the end. The chiefe 
Pieſts and Elders, and all the Counſaile ſought falſe wit- 
neſſe againſt Jeſus, foꝛ to put him to death, but found none: 
yea, when many kalle witneſſes tame, pet found they none. At 
the laſt tame two falſe witneſſes, and ſatd, This fellow aid, 
Jam able to deſtroy the Temple of God, and to build it a- 
gaine in thꝛee dayes. And the chiefe Pꝛieſt aroſe, and lapd 
vnto him, Anſwereſt thou nothing: Why doe thele beare 
witneſſe againſt thee? But Jeſus held his peace. And the 
 (hiefe Pꝛieſt anſwered, and ſayd vnto him, J charge thee by 
the liuing God, that thou tell vs whether thou bee Chꝛiſt the 
Sonne of God. Jelus layd vnto him, Thou haſt ſapd. Ne- 
nertheleſſe J ſay vnto pou, Hereafter ſhall ye ſee the Sonne 
of man ſitting on the right hand of power, and comming 
in the cloudes of the ſkie. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his 
klothes, ſaying, Hee hath ſpoken blaſphemie, what neede we 
of any moze witneſſes: Wehold, now pee haue heard his 
blalphemp, what chinke pee: They anlwered and lapd, Hee 
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is woꝛthy to dit. Then did they ſpit in his face, and buffeted 
him with fiſts, And other ſmote him on the face with the 
palme of their hands, ſaying, Tell vs, thou Chuſt, who is he 
that ſmote thee: Peter late without in the Court, and a Da: 
molel came to him, ſaying, Thou allo waſt with Jelus of 
Galilee. But hee denied befoze them all, ſaying, J Wot not 
what thou ſayeſt, When Hee was gone out into the pozch, an 
other wench law him, and laid vnto them that were there, 
This fellow was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. Und a: 
gaine hee denied with an oath, ſaying, J doe not know the 
man. After a while came vnto him they that ſtood by, and 
laid vnto Peter, Durely thou art euen one of them, fozthy 
ſpecch bewꝛayeth thee, Then began he to curſe and to lweare 
that hee knew not the man. Andimmedtatly the Cocke crew. 
And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd of Jeſu, which ſayd vnto 
him, Bekoze the Cocke crow, thou ſhalt denie mee thuſc: 
and he went out, and wept bitterly. When the mozning was 
tome, all the chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders of the people held a 
Counſell againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and bzought hin 
bound, and delinered him vnto Pontius Pilate the Deputic, 
Then Judas which had betrayed him (ſeeing that he was 
condemned) repented himſelfe and bꝛought againe the thirty 
plates of ſiluer to the chieke Pꝛieſts and Elders, laping, J 
hane ſinned, betraying the innocent blood. And they laid, 
What is that to vs: ſee thou to that. And he caſt downethe 
ſiluer plates in the Temple and departed, and went and han⸗ 
ged himſelfe. And the chicke P2teſts tooke the filuer plates, 
and ſaid, It is not lawfull foꝛ to put them into the treaſurie, 
becauſe it is the pzice of blood. Andthey tooke counſaile.and 
bought with them a potters field to bury ſtrangers in. her 
foꝛe the field is called Acheldama, that is, The field of blood 
vntill this day. Then was kulfilled that which was ſpoken 
by Jeremie the Pꝛophet, ſaping, And they tooke thirty liluet 
plates, the pziceofhimthat was valued, whom they bought 
of the childzen of Ilrael, and gaue them foꝛ the potters field, 
as the Loꝛd appointed mee. Jelus ſtood befoꝛe the Deputic, 
and the Deputie aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the 
Jewes: Jeſus ſapde vnto him, Thou ſayeſt. And when

hee was accuſed of the chieke Pzteſts and Elders, hee anlwe⸗ 
red nothing. Then ſaide Pilate vnto him, Heareſt thou not 
how many Witneſles they lay againſt thee: And hee anlwe⸗ 
red him to neuer a Wozd, infomuch that the Deputie mar⸗ 
ueiled greatly. At that feaſt the Deputie was wont to deli⸗ 
ner vnto the people a pꝛiloner whom they would defire. Hee 
had then a notable pꝛiloner, called Warabbas. Therefozc 
when thep were gathered together, Pilate ſayde , whether 
will ye that Þ giue looſe vnto vou Warabbas, oꝛ Jeſus which 
is called Chuſt* Foz hee knew that foꝛ enuie they had detine- 
red him. When he was ſet downe to giue iudgement, his wife 
fent vnto him, ſaping, Haue thou nothing to doe with that iuſt 
man, foꝛ J haue ſuffered this day many things in iy lleepe, 
becauſe of him. But the chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders perſwa- 
ded the people that they ſhould aſke Barabbas , and deſtroy 
Jeſus, The Deputie anſwered and ſaide vnto them, vohe⸗ 
ther of the twaine Will yee that Jlet looſe vnto you : They 
ſaide,Barabbas, Pilate ſaide vnto them, what ſhall J doe 
then with Jeſus which is called Chꝛiſt? They all ſaide vnto 
him, Let him bee crucified. The Deputie ſaide , What euil 
hath he done? But they cried the moze, ſaying , Let him bee 
crucified. When Pilate ſaw that hee could pꝛeuaile nothing, 
but that moze buſineſle was made, hee tooke water, and wa- 
ſhed his hands befoze the people, ſaying , J am innotent of 
the blood of this iuſt perſon, lee pee. Then anlwered all the 
people, and ſaide, His blood bee on vs and on our childꝛen. 
Then let hee Warabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcourged Je⸗ 
lus, and deliuered him to beecrucified. Then the ſouldiers of 
the Deputie tooke Jeſus into the tommon Hall, and gathe⸗ 
red vnto him all the companie, and they ſtripped him and put 
on him a purple robe, and platted a trowne of thoꝛnes, and 
put it vpon his head and a reede in his right hand, and bow⸗ 
ed the knee befoꝛe him, and mocked him ſaying , Haile King 
ofthe Jewes. And whenthey had ſpit vpon him, they tooke 
the reede, and lmote him on the head, and after that they 
had mocked him they tooke the robe off him againe, and put 
his owne raiment on him, and ledde him away to crucific 
him, And as they came out, theyfound a man of Cyzene 
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(named Simon) him they compelled to beare Hts Croſſe, 
And they came vnto the place Which is called Golgorha, (that 
is to lay, a plate of dead mens ſkulles) and gaue him vineger 
mingled with gall, to dꝛinke: and when hee had taſted there- 
of, he would not dꝛinke. When they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, and did caſt lots, that it might be fulfil 
ied which was ſpoken by the Pꝛophet, They parted my 
garments among them, and vpon my veſture did they calt 
lots. And they late and watched him there, and ſet vp duer 
his head the taule of his death witten, Thisis Ieſus the King of 
the lewes. Then were there two theeues crucified with hun, 
one onthe right hand, e the other on the left. They that pal 
led by, reuiled him, wagging their heads, and ſaying, Thoſ 
that deſtroyedſt the Temple of God, and diddeſt build it in 
thꝛee dayes laue thyſelte. Ifthon be the Sonne of GOD, 
tome downe from the troſle. Likewiſe alſo the high Pateſts 
mocking him with the Scribes and Elders, lapd, Hee la⸗ 
ned other, himſelfe he cannot laue: It he be the King ot J. 
rael, let him now tome downe fromthecroſſe, and wee will 
beleeue him. Hee truſted in God, let him deliuer him now if 
he will haue him: Foz he laid, Jam the Sonne of God. The 
theeues allo which were crucified with him, caſt the lame in 
his teeth. From the ſixt honre was there darkeneſle ouer 
all the land, vntill the ninth houre. And about the ninthHoure 
Jeſus cryed with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, Lamaſabachchan, 
that is to lay, My God, my God, why haſt thou foꝛſaken me: 
Some okt them that ſtood there, when they heard that, ſayd, 
This man calleth foꝛ Elias. Aud ſtraightwap one of them 
ranne, and tooke a ſpunge, and when hee had filled it full 
of vineger, hee put it on a reede, and gaue him to dꝛinke. ©/ 
ther ſapd, Tet bee, let vs lee whether Elias will tome, and 
deliuer him. Jeſus, when hee hadcryed againe with aloud? 
voyce, peelded vp the Ghoſt. And behold, the vaile of tht 
Temple did rent in two parts from the top to the bottom, 
and the earth did quake, and the ſtones rent, and graues di 
open, and many bodies of Saints which ſlept, aroſe, and 
went out ot tha graues after his reſurrection, and tame into 
the holy Citie, and appeared vnto many. When the Ga N 
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rion, and they that were with him watching Yeſus , law the 
tarthquake, and thoſe things which happened, they feared 
greatly ſaying , Truely this was the Sonne of God. And 
many women were there (beholding him afarre off) which 
followed Jelus from Galilee, miniſtring vnto him: among 
which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joles, and the mother of Zebedees childꝛen.

Looke downe then from heauen, and be⸗ 
hold thedWelling place ofthy Sanctuary,andthy glozy.How 
is it that thy ielouſie, thy ſtrength , the multitude of thy mer- 
ties, and thy louing kindneſſe will not be intreated of vs: yet 
art thou our Father. Foꝛ Abꝛaham knoweth vs not, neither 
is Ilrael acquainted with vs. But thou Loꝛd art our Father 
and redeemer, and thy Name is euerlaſting. O Lozd, wher 
foꝛe haſt thou led vs out ofthe wap: wherefoze haſt thou har 
dened our harts, that we feare thee not: Bee at one with bs 
againe foꝛ thy ſeruants ſake, and foꝛ the generation of thine 
heritage. Thy people haue had but a little of thy Sanctuary 
in poſſeſſion, foꝛ our enemies haue trodendowne thy holy 
place. And wee were thine from thebeginning, when thou 
waſt not their Loꝛd foꝛ they haue not talled vpon thy Name: 
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The Goſpel.

them naked. And they led Jeſus away to the high Paicſt of 
all, and with him came all the high Pꝛieſts and the Elders 
andthe Stribes. And Peter followed him a great wap off, 
(euen till hee was tome into the Palace of the high Part) 
an 
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andheeſate with the ſeruants, and warmed Himſelfe at thy 
fire. And the high Peſts and all the counſell ſought foz wit- 
neſſe againſt Jeſus to put him to death, and kound none: fo} 
many bare falſe witneſſe againſt him, but their witneſſes a 
greed not together. And there aroſe tertaine, # bꝛought falle 
Wwitneſle againſt him, ſaying, We heard him ſay, J wil deſtroy 
this Temple that is made with hands, e within thꝛee dapez 
Iwill bmld another made without hands. But yet their 
witneſſes agreed not together. And the high Pꝛieſt ood vy 
among them, and aſked Jeſus, ſaying, Anlwereſt thou no⸗ 
thing: howisit that theſe beare Witneſle againſt thee: But 
he held his peace , and anſwered nothing. Agatne the high 
Pꝛieſt aſked him, and ſaid vnto him, Art thou Chꝛiſt the Son 
of the Bleſled: And Jelus ſaid, Jam: and pee (hall ſee the 
Sonne of man ſittingon the right hand of power, and com⸗ 
ming in the clouds of heauen. Then the high Pꝛieſt rent his 
clothes, and laid, What neede we any further witneſſes, pee 
haue heard blaſphemy, what think pe: And they all condeny 
ned him to be woꝛthy of death. And ſome began to ſpit at him, 
and to couer his face, and to beate him with fiſts,and to lay vn 
to him, Aread , And the leruants buffeted him on the face, 
Andas Peter was beneath in the palace, there came one of 
the wenches of the hie Pꝛieſt, and when ſhe law Peter war- 
ming himſelke, ſhe looked on him, and ſaid, Maſt not thoual- 
ſo with Jeſus of Nazareth: And he denied, ſaying, J kno 
him not, neither wot J what thou ſayſt. And he went outin⸗ 
to the poꝛch, aud the tocke crew, And a Damoſell (when ſhe 
ſaw him) began againe to ſay to them that ſtood by, This(s 
one of them. And he denied it againe. And anone after, they 
that ſtood by, ſaid againe vnto Peter, Surelythou art one ol 
them, toꝛ thou art of Galilee, aud thy lpeech agreeeth thereto. 
But hee began to curſe and to lweare, ſaying. J know not 
this man of whom pee ſpeake. And againe the tocke treib. 
And Peter remembꝛed the wozd that Jeſus had ſaid vnt0 
him, Bekoze the cocke crow twile thou ſhalt deny mee thut 
times: and he began to weepe.

Jelus, andledhim away, and de- 
A liuered him to Pilate, And Pilate 
Al aſked him, Art thou the King of 
sche Pewves: And hee anſwered, 
e WW} and Tayd vnto him, Thou lapeſt 
nit. And the high Pꝛieſtes accuſed 
| as him of many things. So Pilate 
| alkedſhimagaine, ſaying, Anlwerelt thounothing⸗ a 
| DW 
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how many things they lay to thy charge. Jeſus anſwered 
pet nothing, ſo that Pilate marueiled. At that feaſt Pilate did 
deliner vnto them a patſoner, whomloeuer they would deſire, 
And there was one that was named Sarabbas, Which lay 
bound with them that made inſuͤrrection: he had committed 
murder. And the people called vnto him, and began to deſire 
him that hee would doe accozding as hee had euer done vn. 
to them. Pilate anſwered them, faying, Will pee that J let 
looſe vnto pou the Ring of the Jewes: Foz he knew that the 
hie Paieſts had deliuered him of enuie. But the high Paieſts 
modued the people, that hee ſhould rather deliuer Barabbas 
vnto them. Pilate anſwered againe, and ſayd vnto them, 
What will yee then that J doe vnto him, whom pee call the 
King ok the Jewes: And thepcryed againe , Crurifie him, 
Pilate ſaid vnto them, What euill hath hee done: And they 
cryed the moꝛe feruently,Crucifie hun. And lo Pute Willing 
to content the people, let looſe Barabbas vnto them, and del⸗ 
uered vp Jeſus (when he had ltourged him) foꝛ to be truciſ⸗ 
ed. And the louldiers led him away into the common hall, 
and called together the whole multitude, And they clothed 
him with purple, and they platted a trowne ofthoꝛnes, and 
c:0wned him withall, and began to lalute him, Haile Kingof 
the Jewes. And they lmote him on the head with a reede, 
and did ſpitte vpon him, and bowed their knees, and Wo?

And when they had trucitied him, they parted his gar 
ments, caſting lottes vpon them, what euery man ſhould 
tage, And it was about the third houre, # they crucified him 
And the title of his cauſe was written, The King of the lewes 
And they crucified with him two theeues the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left: And the * 
Ultilleb, 
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fulfilled, Which ſaith, Hee was counted among the wicked. 
And they that went by, ratled on him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaping, Ah wꝛetch, thou that deſtropeſtthe Temple, and 
puldeſt it againe in thꝛee dayes, laue thy ſelfe, and tome down 
| from the Croſſe. Like wile alſo mocked him the high Peſts 
amongthemlelues, with the Stribes, and laid, Hee laued o⸗ 
ther men, himlelke he cannot laue. Let Chaiſt the Ring of Jl⸗ 
| racldeſcend now from the Croſſe, that wee map lee # belecue. 
And they th at were crucificd with him, checked him alſo. And 
when the lixt houre was come, darkenelle aroſe ouer all the 
| earch, vntill the ninth houre. And at the ninth hoͤure Jeſus 
tryed with a lowd voyce, ſaying, Eloi Eloi, lamaſabachthani, 
which is (if one interpꝛet it) My God, my God, why haſt thou

But Jeſus cried with a 
lowd voyce , and gane vp the ahoſt, And the Uaile of the 
Temple rent in two pteces,from the top to the bottome. And 
when the Centurion (Which ſtood befozehim) law that hee ſo 
tried. and gaue vp the ghoſt, hee ſaid, Truely this man was 
the Sonne of God. There were alſo women a good way 
off, beholding him: Among whom was Mary Magdalene, 
and Mary the mother of James the little, and of Joles, and 
Mary Salome (which allo when hee was in Galilee, had 
followed him, and miniſtred vnto him) and many other wo⸗ 
men which came vp with him to Mierulalem. And now 
when the euen was tome, (becauſeit was the day of pꝛepa⸗

Then tooke they him, and led him, and bꝛought him to the 
high Pateſts Houſe, But Peter followed afarre off, And 
when they had kindled a fire in the middes of the palace, and 
were let do wne together, Peter allo late downeamongthem. 
But when one of the wenches beheld him, as hee late by the 
fire, and looked vpon him, (hee laid, This lame fellow was 
| Allo with him. And he dented him, ſaying, Woman, J know 
him not. And akter a little While another law him. and ſaid, 
Thou art allo one of them. And Peter layd, Man, J am not. 
And about the ſpace of an houre after, another affirmed, 
F 3 ſaying, 
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ſaying, Uerily this fellow was with him allo, fo2 he is of 6, Þ 
lile. And Peter laid, Man, J wot not what chouſayeſt, Ay 
immediatly while hee yet lpane, the Cocke crew. And the 
Lo2d turned backe and looked vpon Peter, and Peter xy, 
membꝛed the woꝛd ofthe Lozd, how hee had ſaid vnto him, 
Befoꝛe the Cocke crow,thou ſhalt denie me thule: And peter 
went out and wept bitterly, And the men thattooke Jeſus, 
mocked hun, and {mote him: And when they had blind folded 
him, they ſtrooke him on the face, and alued him, ſaying, 1. 
,../« - reed, who is he that lmote thee: And many other things de: 
5 ſpitekully laide they againſt him. And alloone as it was day, 
the Elders of the people, and the high Pꝛieſts and Scribes 
cametogether, and ledde him into their Councill, ſaying, Art 
thou very Chaſt; Tell vs. And he ſaid vnto them, Pf Jtel 
you, ve Will not beleeue mee: and if J aſke you, you Will not 
anſwere, noꝛ let me goe. Hereafter ſhall the Sonne of man 
lit on che right hand of the power of God. Then laid theyall, 
Art thouthen the Sonne of God: He laid, Ye ſay that Jam. 
And they laid, hat need we of any further witneſſe: fo2 we 
our ſelues haue heard of his oWwne mouth.

Ju this J 
pꝛaiſe you not. That which Þ delivered vnto you, J recetued 
okthe Loꝛd. Foꝛ the Loꝛd Jeſus, the ſame night in which 
hee was betrayed, tooke biead, and when hee had giuen 
thankes, hee bꝛake it and laid, Take pee, and eate, this is my 
body which is bꝛoken foꝛ yon : this doe ye in the remembzance 
ofme. After the kame maner allo hee tooke the Cup when 
ſupper was done ſaying, This Cup is the new Teſtament in 
my blood: This doe, as okt as ye dꝛinke it, in remembꝛante of 
me. Fo as often as yeſhall cate this Bꝛead, and danke of 
this Cup, pe ſhall ſhew the Toꝛds death till he come. Where- 
foze wholoeuer ſhall eate of this Bꝛead and dꝛinke of this 
Cup of the Loꝛd vnWozthily , ſhall be guilty ofthe Body and 
Blood ofthe Loꝛd.

When Pilate 
Heard mention of Galilee , hee alked whether the man were 
of Galilee, Aud aſſoone as hee knew that he belonged vnto 
Herods iurildiction, Hee ſent him to Herod, which was all 
at Hieruſalem at that time. And when Herodſaw Yeſus, he 
waserceeding glad: foꝛ hee wasdeſirons to ſee him of a long 
ſcaſon , beaulſe hee had heard many things of him, and hee 
truſted to haue leene lome miracles bone by Hit.

Foz Þ ſent you vnto him, 
and loe , nothing woꝛthpof death ts done vnto hum: J will 
therefo:e chaſten him, and let him looſe, Foꝛ of neteſlitie hee 
mut haue let one loole to them at that Feaſt, And all the peo⸗ 
ple tried at once. laying, Away with him, and deliner bs Ba- 
rabbas (which foz a certatne inſurrection made in the Citie, 
and foꝛ 4 murder was caſt into pꝛiſon.) Pilate ſpake againe 
vnto them, willing to let Jeſus looſe. But they crped, ſaying, 
CrucifieHim, cruciłie him. Hee laid vnto them the third time, 
What euill hach He done ⸗ J finde no cauſe of death inhim: J 
will therefoꝛe thaſten him, and let him goe. And they tried 
With lowd voytes, requiring that he might be crucified, And 
the voyces of them and of the high Pꝛieſts pꝛeuailed. And 
Puate gaue ſentence , that it ſhould bee as they required: 
and hee let looſe vnto them Him that foz inſurrection and 
murder was caſtinto piſon, whomthep had deſired. And 
hee dclnered to them Jelus, to doe wich him what pe 
Would, 
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would. And as they led him away, they caught one Simon 
of Cy2ene tomming out of the flelde , and on him layd they 
che Crofſe , that Hee might beare it after Jeſus. And there 
followed him a great company of people, and of women, 
which bewailed and lamented him. But Jelus turned 
backe bnts them and laid, Yee daughters of Hiervſalem, 
v:epe not foꝛ me, but weepe foꝛ vourſelues, and foꝛ your chil- 
den: Foz beholde, the dapes Will tome, in the which they 
ſhall fay , Happy are the barren ,and the wombes that neuer 
hare, and tie paps Which neuer gaue ſurke, Then (hail 
they begin to lap to the mountaines, Fall on vs :and to 
the hules, Couer vs. Foz it they doe this in a greene tree, 
what ſhalbe done in the die: And there weretlWo euill doers 
ed with him to be Nadine, And alter that they were come to 
the place, Which is called Caluarie, there they crucified hin, 
and the endl! doers, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left, Then ſaid Jelus, Father, foꝛgiue them, loꝛ they 
wot not what they doe. And they parteb his raiment, and 
laſt lots: and the people ſtood and beheld, And the Bulcrs 
mocked hum with them, kaping, Hee ſaued other men, let 
binſane Hiniſelfe, ik hee bee very Chailt the Choſen of God. 
The ſouldiers allo mocked him, and came and offered him 
blieger, andſafd, Ikthon bee the Kingo!the Jewes, laue 
thylelfe. And a kuperſtription was Waiiten ouer him with 
letters of Greeke, and Latine, and Hebzew, This is the King 
ob the lewes. And one of the enill doers which were hanged, 
talled on hun, faping, Ifthou be Chꝛiſt, ſaue thy ſeife and vs. 
But the other anlwered, and rebuked him ,faping , Feareſt 
hot thou God, ſeeuig thou art in the fame damnation 2 Wee 
are righeouſlp pumſhed, fo2 wee receine acco2ding to our 
deedes: but this man hath done nothing amille. And hee 
layde vnto Jeſus, Lo2d , remember me, when thou com- 
meſt into thy kingdome. And Jeſus ſaid vnto him, Uerily 
Jay vnto thee , today ſhalt thou bee With mee in Paradile. 
Andit was about the lirt youre ;andtherewas a darkeneſſe 
duer all the earth, pacill the ninth houre, and the Sunne 
Was darkened, and the vaile of the Temple did rent, enen 


though the middes. And when Jeſus had cryed _ a 
and 
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a lowd voice, heſayd, Father, into thine handes Þ commend 
my ſpirit. And when he had thus laid, hee gaue vp the ghoſt, 
When the Centurion ſaw what had happened, hee gloaifiey 
God, ſaying Uerily this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that ſight, and ſaw the things 
which had happened ,\mote their beaſts, and returned. And 
all his acquaintance, # thewomen that followed him from 
Galilee,ſtood afarre off, beholding theſe things. And behold, 
there was a man named Joſeph /acounſailour,andhe wasa 
good man and a inſt: the ſame had not conſented to the coun- 
{aile and deed of Ld on wasof Arimathea, a city ofthe 
Jewes, which ſame alſo waited fo2 the kingdome of God the 
went vnto Pilate , and begged the body of Jeſus, and tooke 
it downe, and wꝛapped tt in a linnen cloth , and layd it in a ſe | 
pulchꝛe that was hewen in ſtone, wherein neuer man befoꝛe 
had beenelayd, And that day was the pꝛeparing ok the Sab⸗ 
both, and the Sabboth dꝛew on. The women that followed 
after, which had tome with him from Galilee, beheld theſe | 
pulchꝛe, and how his body was layd. And they returned and 


pꝛepared \weete odours, and oyntments: but reſted on the 
Sabboth day, accoꝛding to the Commandement.

Burnt offerings alſo foꝛ ſinne haſt thou not allowed. Then 
(aid J, Loe, J am here. In the beginning of the bookeitis 
Witten of mee, that J (ould doe thy will, OGod. Uboue, 
when hee ſaith, Sacrifice and offering, and burut ſacrifices 
and finne offerings thou wouldeſt not haue, neither haſt 
thou allowed them (Which yet are offered by the Lawe: ) 
Then laid he Loe, J am here to doe thy will, O God: he ta⸗ 
etl away the firſt, to eſtabliſh the latter. By the which 
will wee are made holy, euen by the offering of the body 
dt Jelus Cyꝛiſt once fo2 all. And euery Pꝛieſt is ready dayly 
mniſtring, and offering ofientimes one manner of obla- 
tion, 
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tion, which tan neuer take away ſinnes. But this man, after 
hee had offered one ſacrifice foꝛ ſinnes, is let downe foꝛ cuer 
on the right hand of God, and from hentekoꝛth tarrieth tul 
his foes bee made his footſtoole, Foz with one offering hath 
hee made perfect foꝛ euer them that are ſanctified. The holy 
Ghoſt himſelfe alſo beareth vs recoꝛd, euen when he told be: 
foꝛe, This is the Teſtament that Þ Will make vnto them: 
After thoſe dayes (faith the Loꝛd) J will put my Lawes in 
their hearts, and in their minds will J wzite them, and their 
ſinnes and iniquities will Jremember no moze. And where 
rem:ſſion of theſe things is, there is no moze- offering fo; 
ſinnes. Seeingtherckoze bꝛethꝛen, that by the meanes of the 
blood of Icſu, we haue libertie to enter into the Holy plate, by 
the new ir liuing way, which he hath pꝛepared foꝛ vs thzough 
the vaue (that is to ſay) by his fleſh: And ſeeing allo that wee 
haue an high Pꝛieſt, which is ruler ouer the houſe of God, 
let vs dꝛaw nigh with a true heart in a ſure faith, ſpꝛinckled 
in our hearts from an eutll tonſtiente, and waſhed in our bo 
dies with pure water. Let vs keepe the pꝛoleſſion of our hope 
without wauering (koꝛ hee is faithfull that pꝛomiled) and let 
vs conlider one another, to the intent that wee may p2ouoke 
vnto loue, and to good woꝛkes, not fozſaking the fellowſhip 
that wee haue among our lelues, as the maner of ſome is: but 
let vs exhoꝛt one another, and that lo much the moꝛe, becauſe 
ye lee that the day dꝛaweth nigh,

hen Jeſus hadſpoketheſe words 
he Went foꝛth with his diſciples 0- 

ner the bꝛookeCedꝛon, where was 
a garden, into the which hee then 
entred with His diſciples, Judas 
allo which betrayed him, knew 
"£2 || the place, Fo: Jeſus oft times te 
| ſoꝛted thither with his diſciples. 
Judas then (afterhe had received 
a band of men, and nuniſters of 
the high Pꝛieſtes and Phan 
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came thither with lanternes, and firebzands, aud weapons. 
And Jelus knowing all things that ſhould come on him, 
went foo2th, and ſaid vnto them, whom ſceke pee: They an- 
ſwered him, Peſusof Nazareth. Yeſus ſaid vato them, J 
amhee. . Judas allo which betrayed him, ſtood with them. 
Aloone then as he hadſaid vnto them, J am hee, they went 
backward, and fell to theground. Then alked hee them az 
naine, hom ſeeke ye : They laid, Jeſus of Nazareth, Js; 
ſus ant wered, J haue told pou that J am hee: ifye ſeeke me 
therefoze, let theſe goe their way, that the ſaying might bee 
fullilled which he ſpake, Ot them Which thou gaueſt me, haue 
Inot loſt one. Then Simon Peter hauing alwozd, dꝛewe 
it, and {mote the high Pꝛieſts leruant, and tut off his right 
ture. The ſeruants name was Malchus. Therefoze ſaith 
Jelus vnto Peter, Put vp thy lwoꝛd into the ſheath : ſhall J 
not dzinke ol the tup which my Father hath giuen me: Then 
the tompanp, and the taptaine, c the mmiſters of the Jewes 
tooke Jeſus and bound him, and ledde him away to Annas 
firſt, foꝛ hee was father in law to Cataphas, which was the 
high pꝛieſt the ſame peere.Caiaphas was he that gaue coun- 
lei to the Pewes, thãt it was expedient that one man ſhould 
die foꝛ the people. And Simon Peter followed Jeſus, and 
lo did another diſciple: That diſciple was kno wen to the 
high Pueſt, and went in with Jeſus into the palace of the 
high Pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtood at the dooze Without, Then 
went ont that other Diſciple (which was knowen to the 
highPaieſt) and ſpake tothe Damoſell that kept the dooze, 
and bꝛought in Peter. Then lapde the Damoſell that kept 
the dooze, bnto Peter, Art not thou allo one of this mans 
Diſciples: Hee lapde, Jam not. The ſeruants and mi- 
niters ſtood there, Which had made a fire of toales, foꝛ it 
was colde, and they warmed themſelues. Peter alſo ſtood 
among them, and warmed himſelfe. The high Pꝛieſt then 
aſked Jeſus of his Diſciples, and of his doctrine. Jeſus 
anſ\vered him, JJ ſpake openly in the woꝛlde, J ener 
taught in the Synagogue, and in the Temple, whither all 
he Jewes haue reſozted, and in ſecret haue J ſpoken no⸗ 

thing. Why alkeſt thou mee: Alke them which 9 
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what J ſayd vnto them: Behold, they tantell what J layd. 
when hee hadthus ſpoken, one ofthe miniſters which ſtood 
by, (mote Jeſus on the face, ſaying, Anlwereſt thou the 
highPzeſtſo: Jeſus anſwered him, If J haue euill ſpe: 
ken, beare witneſſe of the enill : but if J haue well ſpoken, 
why lmiteſt thou mee: And Annas lent him bound vuntg 
Cataphas the high Pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtood and War: 
med himſelke. Then ſapd they vnto him, Art not thou allo 
one of his diſtiples: Hee denied it, and ſaide, Jam not. One 
of the leruants ofthe high Pꝛieſt ( his couſin whole eare pe. 
ter \mote off) ſaide vnto him , Did not J ſee thee in the gar 
den with him: Peter therefoze denied againe, and imm. 
diately the Cocke trew. Then ledde they Jeſus from Caia- 
phas, into the hall of Judgement: It was in the mozning, 
ano they themſelues Went not into the Judgement hall, leſ 
they ſhould bee defiled, but that they might eate the Paſſe- 
ouer. Pilate then went out to them, and ſapde , what acc 
ſation bzing you againſt this man: They anſwered, and 
_ ſayde vnto him, Ik hee were not an euill doer , we Would 

not haue deliuered him vnto thee, Then ſayde Pilate unte 
them, Take pee him, and iudge him after your owne Lawve, 
The Jewes therekoꝛe ſayd vnto him, It is not lawful foꝛ vs 
to put any man to death : that the wozdes of Jeſus might 
be fulfilled which hee ſpake, ſignifping what death hee ſhould 
die. Then Pilate entred into the Judgement hall againe. 
and called Jeſus, and ſapd vnto him, Art thou the King ol 
the Jewes: Jeſus anſwered, Sapeſt thou that of thy ſelft, 
oꝛ did other tell it thee of mee: Pilate anſwered, Am Ja 
Jewe: Ehineownenation, and high Pneſts haue delinered 
thee vuto mee: what haſt thou done: Yeſus anſwered, My 
kingdome is not of this woꝛld. If my kingdome were ol 
this woꝛld, then would my miniſters ſurely fight, that J 
ſhould not bee deliuered to the Jewes : but now is my king 
dome not from hence. Pilate therefoꝛe ſayd vnto him, Art 
thoua King then: Jeſus anſwered, Thon ſapeſt that Jam 
à King. Foꝛ this cauſe was J bozne, ⁊ foꝛ this cauſecame J 

into the word that J ſhouldbeare witneſſe vnto the trueth: 
And all that are of the trueth, heare my vopte. Pilate 1 — 
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On good Friday, 


yit0 him, What thing is trueth;: Aud when hee had ſayde 
jis, hee went outagaine vnto the Jewes, and ſaid vnto 
hem, J linde in him no cauſe at all, Ye haue a tuſtome that 
Jſhould deliuer you one looſe at Eaſter: will ye that J looſe 
to you the Ring of the Jewes? then cried they all againe, 
zung, Not him, but Barabbas : The ſame Barabbas was 
zmurderer. Then Pilate tooke Jeſus therefoze, and ſcour- 
him: and the ſouldiers wound a crowne of thoznes, and 
tit on his head. And they did on hima purple garment, 
11d came vnto him, and ſayd , Haile King of the Jewes: 
ud they mote him on the face. Pilate went foozth againe, 
at, ſapd vnto them, Behold, J bzinghim fooꝛth to you, that 
t may know that J find no fault in him. Then came Jeſus 
ſuth wearing a trowne of thoꝛne, and a robe of purple. And 
elath vnto them, Behold the man. When the high Pꝛieſts 
terefoze and the miniſters ſawe him, they cryed, Crucifie 
hint, crucifie Him. Pilate ſaith vnto them, Take pee him, 
and crucifie Him, toꝛ J finde no cauſe in him. The Jewes 
anſwered him, Wee haue a law, and by our law hee ought 
0 die, becauſe he made himlelte the Donne of God. When 
dilate Heard that ſaying, Hee was the moze afraide, and 
bent againe into the Judgement hall, and ſatd vnto Jeſas 
hence art thou: But Jeſus gaue him none anſwere, 
Then lapd Pilate vnto him, Speakeſt thon not vnto mee? 
knoweſt thou not that J haue power to crucifie thee , and 
haue power to looſe thee: Jeſus anſwered, Thou touldeſt 
haue no power at all againſt mee, except it were giuen thee 
from aboue. Therefoze he that deliuered me vnto thee, hath 
he moꝛe finne, And krom thencefozth ſought Pilate meanes 
(looſe him. But the Jewes cried, ſaying, Jt thou let him 
doe, thou art not Ceſars friende: foz whoſoener maketh 
linſeife a King, is againſt Ceſar. When Pilate heard 
chat ſaying, he bzought Jeſus foo2th, and late downe to 
due lentence, in a place that is called the pauement, but in 
the Hebzew tongue, Gabbatha. It was the pꝛeparing day 
A Eaſter, about the ſirt houre. And hee lapeth vnto the 
Jewes, Behold your King. They cryed, ſaying, Away 
vih him, away with him, crucific him. Pilate Fave 
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On good Friday. 


vnto them, Shall Þ crucfie pour Ring: The high Þziegs 
anſwere, We haue no King but Ceſar, Then delluered hie 
him to them to be crucified. And they tooke Jelus, and led 
him away. And he bare his trolle, and went foꝛth into a plate 
which is called the place of dead mens lkuis, but in Hebꝛen 
Golgotha, Where they crucafied him, and two other with him, 
on either ſide one, and Jeſus in the middeſt. And Pilate 
wꝛote a title, and put it vpon the Croſſe, The wztting was 
telus of Nazareth, King of the Iewes. This title read many 9 
the Jewes : foz the place where Jeſus was crucified, was 
neere tothe Citie. And it Was waitten in HebzeWw,Gzeeke,aiu 
Latine. Theu laid the high Pꝛieſts of the Jewes toPilate 
Waite not, Ring of the Jewes: but that he laid, J am inge 
the Jewes. Pilate anſwered, What J haue Wutten, that) 
haue witten. Then the louldiers, when thep had crucalieh 
Jelus, tooke his garments, and made foure parts, to cuery 
louldier a part, and alſo his toate. The coate was Without 
ſeame, wꝛought vpon throughout. They ſaid therefoze # 
mong themlclacs, Let vs not dimde it, but taſt lottes fozit, 
who ſhall haue tt, that the Scripture might bee fulfilled, ſay 
ing, They haue partcd my rapment among them, andfq! 
my coate did they caſt lots. And the ſouldiers did ſuch things 
indeede. There ſtood by the Croſſe of Jeſus, his mother, 
and his mothers liter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and ch 
ry Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mother, and 
the diſciple whom heloned, ſtanding, hee lapeth vnto his my 
ther, Woman, behold thy Sonne. Then laid hee to thedl 
ciple, Behold thy mother. And from that houre, the diſciplt 
tooke her fo his owne. After chele things, Jeſus known! 
that all things were now perfourmed, that the Sci 
ture might bee fulfuled, Hee ſayeth, Ithirſt. So there ſtood 
a vellell by full of vineger : therefoze they filled a ſpunge 
with viteger, and wound it about with Hyſope , and put 
it fo his mouth. Alloone as Jeſus then reteiued the v# 
neger, hee lapd It is finiſhed, and bowed his head, aid 
gaue vp the ghoſt, The Jewes therefoze, becauſe it was 
the pꝛeparing of the Sabboth, that the bodies ſhould nit 
remapne vpon the Croſſe on the Sabboth day (foꝛ thal

Sabboth day was an high day) beſougHt Pilate that their 
legs might bee bꝛoken, and that they might bee taken downe. 
Then tame the Douldiers, and bꝛake the legges of the firſt, 
and of the other which was crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jeſus, and law that he was dead already, they 
brake not his legges : but one of the Souldiers witha lpeare 
thꝛuſt him into the fide, and fooꝛth with there came out blood 
and water. And he that law it, bare recozd, and his reco2d 
i5true. And hee knoweth that hee ſaith true, that pee might 
beleeue allo. Foz theſe things were done, that the Scripture 
ſhould be fulfilled, Yee ſhall not bꝛeake a bone of him. And a- 
gane another Scripture ſaith, They ſhall looke vpon him 
whom they haue pearced. After this, Joſeph of Arimathea 
(which was a diſciple of Jeſus, but ſecretly foꝛ feare of the 
Jewes,) beſought Pilate that he might rake downe the body 
of Jeſus, And Pilate gaue hin licence. He came tizerefoze and 
tooke the body of Jeſus. And there came alſo Nicodemns 
which at the beginmngcame to Jelus by night) and brought 
of Mpꝛrhe and Aloes mingled together, about an hundzed 
pound weight. Then tooke they the body of Jelus c wound 
[tinlinnen cloathes with the odours, as the manner of the 
Jebes is to bury, And in the place where he was crucified, 
there was a Garden, and in the garden a new Sepulchee, 
wherein was neuer man layd. There laid they Jeſus there- 
loze, becauſe of the pꝛeparing of the Sabboth of the Jewes, 
tothe Sepulchꝛe was nigh at hand.
